Washington, Feb. 4.—Secret 
tary Hughes’ formal disclaimer 
that the United States has be­ 
come involved in the reparations 
controversy abroad by becoming 
an official partner in the Dawes 
plan did not satisfy his critics 
in the senate today. 
On the 
other hand, they were distinctly 
nettled and a discussion on the 
floor of the senate was im­ 
minent. 
Secretary Hughes virtually informed 
the senate that the agreement nego­ 
tiated and signed at Paris by Secre­ 
tary of State-Designate Kellogg, is 
“none of its business.” His letter to 
the senate, did not of course, put the 
matter in such blunt language, but 
stripped of its diplomatic niceties of 
expression that is what it amounted 
to. 
The president was entirely wfcfcin 
his rights in going ahead with the 
agreement, independently of, and ir­

Hughes declared, under that consti­ 
tutional authority which
